BARGE LINE INCOME INCREASED 
FOUR-FOLD IN LAST YEAR 


Totals $298,756 Against $65,177 a: 
Result in Gain in Freight 
Shipments.

WASHINGTON, May 7.—An in- 
crease in freight more than quad- 
rupled the net operating income of 
the Inland Waterways Corporation 
in 1931 over that for 1930. 

Major-General T. Q. Ashburn, 
president of the Government-con- 
trolled transportation system, re- 
ported today a net operating in- 
come Of $298,756. as compared 
with an income in 1930 of $65.177.

TRIED TO BENEFIT 


BY HOOVER PLEA 


La Guardia Says Protests 
Were Made Last Sunday 
That Tax Bill Was Ruin- 
ing Market. 


CITES U. S. STEEL 
WAGE REDUCTION 


Asserts Announcement Was 
Timed so It Would Ap- 
pear Economy Message 
Had Helped Prices.

WASHINGTON, May 7.—Repre- 
sentative La Guardia, New York 
Independent Republican, said ifn 
the House today that an announce- 
ment of a United States Steel pay 
cut was “so timed” as to make it 
appear the President’s economy 
message had boosted stock prices. 

Besides that, La Guardia assert- 
ed that “some of the information 


contained 
sage is not only inspired by, but in 
inany instances is in the identical 
language of prominent stock brok- 


ers in New York.” 

La Guardia said that last Sunday 
stock brokers had sent out word 
that the Senate tax bill was ruining 
the market. .On Thursday, the 
President sent up his economy mecs- 
sage. 

Yesterday, Secretary Mills of the 
Treasury went before the Finance 
Committee and “word went cut 
that the budget had been bal- 
anced,” La Guardia said. 

“And that despite the fact «hat 
the Senate tax bill was $231,000,- 
000 short,” he added. “Do you 
know what tha Senate commttee 
did? It reduced the surtax on in- 
comes over $2.000,000 and added 
a tax on 10-cent movies.” 

La Guardia then charged that an 
announcement of the United States 
Steel’s 15 per cent pay cut, the 
President’s message and Mills’ ap- 
pearance were “so timed as to make 
it appear the’President was respon- 
sible for the improvement.” 


Message “Political Maneuver.”’ 

President Hoover’s message criti- 
cising Congress was denounced in 
the House as a “deliberately con- 
ceived political maneuver’ by 
Representative W. B. Bankhead 
(Dem.), Alabama. 

He said that, by resorting to the 
old political strategy to play the 
administration against the legis- 
lative branch of the Government. 
“the President is attempting to 
play a last trump card to invoke 
that belief’ that the executive 
branch was more popular with the 
people than Congress. ! 

“His administration in public es- 
teem has been driven against the 
wall,” Bankhead said, adding that 
the President, by issuing the re- 
buke to -Congress, had shown 
“gross abuse of the power on the 
part of the executive.” : 

‘Hoover a Common Scold.” 

Bankhead said Hoover had con-) 
stituted “himself into a common 
scold,” and added that under the 
United States form of government, 
“the real Government in law-: aak- 
ing is with Congress and not with 
the executive.” 

“By direction and by inference, 
the President’s message was an at- 
tack on the integrity and ability 
of Congress and it was delib-rate- 
ly aimed at the Democratic side of 
the House,” Bankhead charged. — 

Bankhead pointed his finger at 
Representative Snell of New York, 
the Republican leader, and said 
Snell was “unable to stomach” the 
situation, had sidestepped and the 
mantle of icadership’” had fallen 
“on the shoulders of Representa- 
tive Michener of Michigan. ‘The 
gentleman from Michigan (Miche- 
ner) is the new Republican tead- 
er.”” Bankhead said. 

The’ President, Bankhead said. 
complains of lobbyists’ “infesting 
the Capitol,” but when the Ways 
and Means Committee was consid- 
ering the tariff and new tax bill. 
“and representatives of the great 
vested interests were lobbying. the 
President did not find it necessary 
to make reference thereto in a pub- 
lic political manifesto.” 

Hoover’s Official Family. 

“If the President is as anxious 
to achieve economy as he“says he 
is, he should take up the question 
of silencing the members of his 
own family when they come up 
here and protest against the ef- 
forts of our Appropriations Com- 
mittees to save money,” Bankhead 
added. “I resent and repudiate the 
efforts of the President to bring 
this body to public disrepute.” .

ASSASSIN. HELD 
SANE: HIS EARLY 


Dr. Paul Gorgolov For- 
mally Arraigned and Law- 
yer Will Be Chosen Mon- 
day to Defend Him. 


“WANTED FRANCE 
TO WAR ON SOVIET’ 


Although He Contends He 
Is ‘White’ Russian, Po- 
lice Think He Belongs to 
Bolshevist Society. 


By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, May 7.—Dr. Paul Gor- 
golov, Russian assassin of Presi- 
dent Doumer, was arraigned today, 
formally charged with murder. 
Monday the Court will appoint a 
lawyer to defend him and indica- 
tions are that he will be speedily 
placed on trial. 

Three alienists have examined 
him and declared him mentally re- 
sponsible for his crime. 

Although Gorgolov says he is a 
“White” (Czarist or anti-Bolshevist) 
Russian, Pierre Jullien, head of the 
Surete Generale, said he had in- 
formation that led him to. think 
that Gorgolov was identified with a 
Bolshevik group. 

Gorgolov said he had come to 
Paris from Monaco especially to 
kil! Doumer and that his motive 
was revenge for the French re- 
fusal to intervene in Russia against 
t*e Bolshevists. 

Says He Was Cossack. 

He said he was a Cossack. Two 
years ago, he said, he formed what 
he called the Society of Russian 
Fascists. — , 

In his pocket, police found a 
notebook with the phrase printed 
in pencil in letters an inch high: 
“This day | killed the President of 
the French Republic.” 

Gorgolov was described today by 
police as a “member of a Bolshe- 
vik organization.” When arrested 
yesterday, the man admitted he 
was a Russian, but said he was the 
head of a “Fascist” organization, 
which was opposed to Bolshevism. 

Gorgolov told police last night 
after a long questioning that he 
iwanted to kill President Dou- 
Pmer so France might declare war 
on Russia. 

“European states seemed favor- 
able to bolshevism,” the prisoner 
finally declared, “so I decided to 
kill ‘the President and cause 
France to declare war on Russia. 
I had no atcemplic «. I carried an- 
other pistol and a vial of poison in 
my pocke T planned to.* 'l my- 
self because I knew my life had 
been finished.’’ 

He said he was born in 1895 at 
Braviscala, Russia, in the Cau- 
casus. He said he served with the 
Czar’s army on the Austrian 
front and was educated in medi- 
cine at Prague: 

Twice Expelled by France. 

It was pathered that he had 
lived in several. European cities, 
including Paris, until 1931. He was 
expelled twice from France about 
that time for practicing medicine 
without a license. 

With his Swiss wife. he then 
went to Monaco, whe e ie organ- 
ized what he calleed a party of 
“Russian Fascists and Anti-Mon- 
archists.” He advocated what he 
called “the Green Movement,” as 
a means of saving Russia from the 
bolsheviks. This was to obtain 
control of the country for the 
peasants. 

“J am a great Russian patriot,” 
h- said. “I know you will kill me, 
but my duty was to do what! did.” 

Gorgolov admittea he admired 
Mussolinj and Hitler, but said he 
had no connection with them. 

“Where did you get the money 
to live in Paris?” he. vas asked. 
“I saved up something.” 

Doubts About Sanity. 

Doubts about his sanity were ¢ex- 
pressed when investigators found 
a pamphet-he had had printed in 
Paris.‘ This pamphlet bore the 
emblem of the Neo-Bolshevist par- 
ty—two sickies surmounted by @ 
pine ‘tree and a death's head. Po- 
lice alleged this party was affil- 
iated with the Third “nternational. 
which used its members as agents 
provocateurs. © Investigators said 
they had established that. at one 
time. Gorgolov carried a member- 
ship card in the Communist party.

ONE KILLED, 300 HURT 
N CUNARD PER FIRE 


Blaze Controlled After 20 
Hours—Loss on New York 
Water Front $2,000,000. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, May 7.—A fire that 
wrecked the giant Cunard Line 
pier, doing more than $2,000,000 
damage and killing one man, was 
under control early today after a 
fight of more than 20 hours. 

About 300 firemen suffered in- 
juries from heat, smoke, fumes or 
minor mishaps. With all~ leaves 
canceled and every fireman in the 
city on duty, fire fighters struggled 
all day and all night to quench the 
flames, which swept great pine pil- 
ings from under the concrete dock 
and steel superstructure. 

The last section of the 1006-foot 
pier collapsed last\night, leaving 
only a bulkhead standing. The fire 
apparently started in a boiler room 
underneath the pier about’ 7 a. m. 
yesterday. 

Because the builders had striven 
to make the structure fireproof, 
the flames were hard to fight. 
Standing on scorching cement, the 
firemen had to chop holes in the 
floor and descend into terrific heat 
to get their hose lines into action. 

The liners California and De 
Grasse were removed from piers 
near by to save them from destruc- 
tion. 

Chief John J. MecBlligott was 
among those who collapsed from 
smoke and exhaustion. The man 
killed was a bystander. A _ hose 
line broke and fractured his skull.

Tuesday, and the funeral of Dou- 
mer will be Thursday. 

Doumer will be buried in the 
Pantheon. The nation will give 
him its highest honors. There will 
be services in the Cathedral of 


Notre Dame to which the cortege 
will proceed from the Elysee 
Palace. 

Flags are at half-staff, public 


buildings are draped in mourning, 
and all civil and military officials 
have been ordered to wear mourn- 4g 
ing for a month.

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OUTSTANDING EXPERT 
ON MILITARY LAW 


Former Judge Advocate- 
burg, Grundy County, 
Missouri, April 11, 1859. 


BY PMSHINGTON, May 7.—Major- 
General Enoch H. Crowder, former 
United States Ambassador to Cuba 
and the man who originated the 
American draft system and super- 
vised its operation in the World 
War, died at Walter Reed Hospital 


here today following a general 
breakdown. 

He was 73 years old, born in 
Edinburg, Grundy County, Missou- 
ri, April 11, 1859. (Edinburg is six 
miles west of Trenton, Mo.) 

He was taken seriously ill in 
Cuba and was brought back to this 
country for treatment. He was 
taken to the hospital on a stretch- 
er. 


He was considered one of the 
outstanding legal of the 
army. He was Judge Advocate 
General for several years. 

Funeral services will be held in 
the chapel at Walter Reed Hospital 
at 10 a. m. Monday with interment, 
accompanied by full military hon- 
ors, in Arlington National Ceme- 
tery. 

Gen. Crowder, Born im Missouri, 
Took Law Degree at State U. 
EN. CROWDER was graduated 

(j trom West Point in 1881 and 
for a time served as instructor 

in military science in the Universi- 

ty of Missouri. While at the uni- 
versity he studied law and received 

a degree in 1886. 

Gen. Crowder’s bent for military 
law turned him toward the judicial 
aspects of the army and within 10 
years after his graduation from 
West Point he was assigned as act- 
ing judge advocate of the depart- 
ment of the Platte with headquar- 
ters at Omaha. Thus began -10ore 
than 30 years’ service in the judge 
advocate general's department. 

In the Spanish-American War he 
was Judge Advocate of the Fourth 
Army Corps and later, in the Phil- 
ippines, for the Eighth Army Corps. 
For a time he was Associate Jus- 
tice of the Islands’ Supreme Court. 

In 1904 he was detached to serve 
as an observer for ti. United 
States with Japanese forces in the 
Russo-Japanese conflict. He wit- 
nessed the siege of Port Arthur, 
was present at the battle of the 
Yalu and saw much of the final 
struggle along the Mukden line. 

Called back to the Atlantic di- 
vision to become chief of staff in 
1906 Crowder was transferred to 
Cuba, where he supervised the De- 
partment of State and Justice un- 


der the provisional government 
headed by Governor-General 
Wood. 


He helped draft Cuba's statutes, 

including the electoral law. 
Ambassador to Cuba. 

After an absence of nearly three 
years, Crowder returned to the 
Judge Advocate General's office. 
He was made chief of this depart- 
ment in 1911 and retained the title 
until he retired in 1923 to become 
the first United States Ambassador 
to Cuba. He resigned four years 
later because of ill health. 

When the World War broke out 
he formulated the selective service 
act under which the national army 
was raised and was made Provost 
Marsha!l-General. 

He personally directed the draw- 
ings of the numbers which decided 
when the manhood of the country 
would be called upon to fight. 

Returning to his duties as Judge 
Advocate Generai after demobiliza- 
tion, Crowder was summoned by 
President Wilson to go to Cuba to 
assist the Government in clearing 
up the confusion into which the 
election laws had falien. This spe- 
cial service was continued by Pres- 
ident Harding. 

When his diplomatic and army 
service-——covering nearly half a cen- 
tury was done—Crowder opened a 
law office in Chicage. As a coun- 
sel for Cuban business interests, 
he was drawn into the Ameiight 
again in 1930 with implications de- 
clared unjust by both American 
and Cuban authorities.

H. C. Johnson of the Navy, saying 
Rear Admiral Yates Stirling, com- 
mandant of this naval district, had 
authorized the serving of a subpe- 
nha at Pearl Harbor Naval Station. 

Conflicting reports had left in 
doubt whether Mrs. Massie would 
remain for the retrial. Although 
she herself said last night she in- 
tended to leave for San Francisco 
tomorrow with her husband, Clar- 
ence Darrow, defense attorney, in 
the recent Joseph Kahahawai kill- 
ing case insisted she had decided to 
remain. 

At the same time Mrs. Granville 
Fortescue, mother of Mrs. Massie, 
said that the latter had suffered a 
nervous breakdown and that her 
relatives were seriously concerned 
over her condition. 

Mrs. Fortescue said Mrs. Massie 
“went to pieces” last night and that 
the family was taking all precau- 
tions in her belaf. Mrs. Fortescue 
seemed highly nervous. 

Mrs. Fortescue said she did not 
know whether she would be able 
to sail for the mainland tomorrow 
in view of her daughter's condition.

If 
policemen who would not agree to 
lowered pay were to be discharged 
there would be even gteater dissat- 
isfaction, the board added.

“Perhaps never before in our his- 
tory has a loyal, courageous and 
honest police been so necessary to 
the preservation of peace and the 
protection of lives and property,” 
the board wrote to the committee. 
“The present situation is fraught 
with grave danger to peace and 
safety. The need for police pro- 
tection increased rapidly with the 
increase in unemployment and dis- 
ress.” ' 


$359,500 Cut Accepted. 

The Polic Board had asked for 
$5,244,400 in the annual city 
budget now under consideration 
by the Viays and Means Commit- 
tee. When the question of econ- 
omy was raised it agreed to trim 
$209,500 from this, and later, at 
the request of ihe Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment, it ac- 
cepted another cut of $15,000. 
Accordingly, the pending bill calls 
for an appropriation of $5,094,400, 
which is $359,500 less than the 
appropriation a year ago. Actual 
expenditures under last year’s ap- 
propriation were %5,264,873. 

A margin of only $350,00° over 
bare requirements for salaries at 
existing rates is provided in the 
$5,094,400 item, to pe ~- general ex- 
penses of the Police Department, 
the Police Board’s letter today de- 
clared. The Wayr and Means 
Committee had asked the board to 
reduce police salary accounts 10 
per cent, to save $517,0v0 more. 
The committee and the board con- 
ferred on this yesterday by invita- 
tion of Presiden: Kiel of the oard. 

The committee did not suggest 
what means the board might take 
in adjusting salary accounts, 

Not Enough Policemen Now. 

It would be necessary to drop 
some policemen or give layoffs 
without pay to retrench in salaries, 
the board asserted. There are not 
enough policemen now, it added. 
The average number of policemen 
available for patrol or beat duty 
at one time, after providing for 
special details probably does not 
exceed 243, the letter stated. It 
continued: ) 

“Assuming for the sake of argu- 
ment that we had the tawful right 
to do so, which we do not have. 
for the board to insist on layoffs, 
as Das been suggested, could only 
result if decreased efficiency of 
the department, unguarded school 
crossings and other increased dan- 
gers to persons and property. 
“The b ard feels very keenly the 
responsibility which rests upon it 
for the enforcement of the law, the 
preservation of peace and public 
safety. It ca:~ot pass any share 
of that responsibility to any other 
branch of our government. It is 
our purpose to carry out the pres- 
ent efficiency of the Police Depart- 
ment, to economize, as far as pos- 
sible, but not to let down in the 
performance of the duties we are 
charged with.” 

Comparison of Wages.

Salaries of policemen are fixed/ 


St. Louis patrolmen receive $2160 
a year.

He there- 
fore would be a wonderful catcher of votes from all 
factions, and could be used by the bosses for any

There is hope for the country and for the redemp- 
tion of politics when satirists write plays holding up 
to ridicule political hypocrisy and chicanery, when 
voters laugh at their own gullibility, and when such 
satires win public popularity and approval. 3 

Of course, political satire is not a new thing by 
any means, either in America or Europe. Some Amer- 
ican actors, like William J. Florence in “The Mighty 
Dollar,” John T. Raymond and others, used political 
characters for humor. Gilbert and Sullivan made a lot 
of fun out of British officials and official life, with 
good effect. Satire is a deadly weapon, and when it Is 
turned upon the abuses and chicanery of society, pol- 
itics and government, it may be a far more effective 
instrument than polemics. It joins the laugh with 
the lesson. : 

It must be confessed that there is a vast amount of 
available material for satire and burlesque in Amer- 
ican politics. We need hardly mention the state legis- 
tures and the boards of aldermen. They have been 
subjects of ridicule, in the newspapers at least, for 
many years. But Congress itself becomes now and 
then a burlesque. The present Congress needs only 
slight exaggeration and a little deft treatment by the 
satirist or burlesquer to give it a successful run on 
the comedy stage. We find leading Senators and 
Representatives, with an air of tremendous serious- 
ness, pretending to work arduously for the public 
welfare, and at the same time fixing their own fences 
and keeping their relatives to the farthest degree 
eating at the public crib. 

A leading Senator on the Democratic side, pro- 
claiming his devotion to economy for the sake of the 
taxpayers, has provided salaries for his relatives, in- 
cluding a bank president, and there are otbers. 
Economy in public expenditures, which have run 
wild, is a joke. Legislators are framing tax laws 
and alleged economy measures with one hand, while 
picking the pockets of the taxpayers with the other. 
Public welfare hangs on the action of Congress and 
the administration, while officials and Congressmen 
are giving a show of political legerdemain. 

Where could we find a better leading comedian for 
political burlesque.than Senator Huey Long of Lou- 
isiana? We would not have far to seek in the two 
houses of Congress for a talented and skillful cast 
which would make Congress the leading stage success 
of the season. It is to laugh. The more we laugh 
at the antics of candidates, party leaders and thé gang 
of professional politicians, the nearer we shall come 
to honest politics, honest government and elections 
that will mean something more than exhibitions of 
adept con men and the folly of voters.

' During Benjamin Franklin's long sojourn abroad as 
envoy of America, he was the great center of inquiry 
for persons wishing to seek their fortunes in the 
new land. To answer some of their. questions, he 


published in 1784 a pamphlet, “Information to Those 


Who Would Remove to America,” which readers to 
day will find a series of shrewd appraisals,-sound 
advice and fulfilled prophecies. One of Franklin's 
predictions was: , : 
Great establishments of manufacture require 


great numbers of poor to do the work for small 
+ these poor are to be found in Europe, 


but will not be found in America till the lands 

are all taken up and cultivated, and the excess 

of people who cannot get land want employment. 

The prophecy has been thoroughly borne out, and 
a whole series of social historians has commented 
upon the process by which our country remained an 
agrarian domain until the public Jands were exhaust- 
ed, when it became an industrial commonwealth. 

Many of those who witnessed the transition were 
Jess aware than Franklin of its significance, but it 
has left its mark on our society and our economic 
scheme. James Truslow Adams, to mention only one 
of the commentators, wrote nearly 150 years after 
Franklin’s time, yet his treatment of the subject is 
a virtual paraphrase, in retrospect, of the Philadel- 
phia sage’s words. To read this modern writer's 
summary, in “The Epic of America,” is to gain new 
respect for the “first civilized American” and his 
powers of perception: 

We did not feel the full effects of the indus. 
trial revolution until considerably after Europe 
did. This was owing in large part to our free 
land, to our agrarian economy and to the much 

-greater opportunity here, as contrasted with 
England, for the laboring man to lead a free life 
on a farm instead of being forced into wage earn- 
ing in factories.

The one fact certain about the great ma- 
jority of Americans—the 65 to 75 per cent 
whose incomes, even in times of prosperity, 
lie downward of $2000 a year—is that they 
do not inhabit Mr. Babbitt’s world. A good 
half of them, if they read of Mr. Babbitt’s 
house at aH, read of it as a lovely and im- 
possible paradise. “Babbitt” is actually a 
novel of the richest 1 per cent. 

American housing is not only not super- 
lative; it is not even good. The truth is 
that less than half the homes in America 
measure up to minimum standards of health 
and decency. 

Such a statement requires definition and 
proof. The first is simple. A minimum 
standard of health and decency is one be- 
iow which no American family should be 
expected to fall. It will, therefore, include 
neither a telephone nor central! lighting, nor 
central heat nor even a bathtub,’ But it will 
include: healthful surroundings; ample run- 
ning water inside the house; a modern sani- 
tary water-closet for the exclusive use of 
the family and located in the house; enough 
reoms to give the members of the family 
necessary privacy; adequate garbage re- 
moval; a cost not to exceed 20 per cent of 
the family income. The man who believes 
these are excessive requirements undertakes 
a heavy »urden of proof. 


Most men will wonder how such a stand- 
arc can exclude any measurable proportion 
of American homes. For the belief in the 
excellence of living conditions in America is 
one of the deepest prejudices of the Ameri- 
can mind. We read Dickens’ description of 
the London siums of his day with a com- 
placent eye. All that must be changed by 
now. And itis changed. But not in Amer- 
ica. In the years since the war Engiand, 
Germany, Austria, Holland and other coun- 


,America has done, in comparison, nothing.

Do these conditions exist in other cities? 
They do. 

The typical American community, how- 
ewer, is not the metropolis, but the small 
eity. Certainly the small cities should show 
a different situation. An example offers. 
Zinesville, O., a city of less than 40,000, 
was selected by the Literary Digest to serve 
as the typical American small city for an 
advertising survey conducted in 1927. Of 
the 68 per cent of its families “surveyed,” 
almost 40 per cent had no baths and only 
61 per cent hati “plumbing systems.” 


To the town category may be added the 
“company towns.” These are housing fa- 
cilities provided by great industrial organi- 
zations for their employes. In 1920 the 
Bureay of Labor Statistics issued a bulletin 
on the basis of an examination of 423 com- 
pany towns situated all over the country 
and housing 160,000 employes. The bulle- 
tin concludes that, “generally speaking, 
company towns are unsewered and without 
« piped water system for a large majority 
of the buildings.”’ 

In 1926 the Department ‘of Agriculture 
published a bulletin, ““‘The Farmer’s Stand- 
ard of Living.” It was based on a study of 
2886 selected, white, farm families in 11 
states. The summary as to housing condi- 
tions is interesting: “Slightly more than a 
twentieth of all the homes reported were 
completely modern; that is, fitted with cen- 
tral heating and centra] lighting systems, 
running water, kitchen sink and bathroom 
(equipped with a stationary tub and bow!). 
indoor toilet and sewage disposal. Almost 
three-fourths of the homes have none of the 

‘modern improvements mentioned above,” 
And these, it must be remembered, fre not 
squalid shacks, but the externally pleasant 
pastoral homes of the best farming com- 
munities,

Dr. S: I. Miller, Economist, 
Tells Sales Managers There Is 
No Cure-All for Situation. 


Dr. Stephen I. Miller, director of 
economics of R. G. Dun & Co., de- 
clared in“an address yesterday be- 
fore the Sales Mancgers’ Bureau 
of the Chamber of Commerce at 
Hote! Statler that prosperity would 
return along lines of economy and 
readjustment, but could not be 
brought back through synthetic 
cure-all methods. 

A variety of artificial causes, Dr. 
Miller said, -as delaying a return 
to prosperity, which ..as been lost 


‘as the result of the use of modern 
machinery, as we! as. throu 2 
waste, and tremendous pressure 


brought to bear upon distribution. 

“On reason why we are delaying 
coming back to prosperity,” Dr. 
Miller said, “is that never before 
did we put such a debt load upon 
the consumér. He has always been 
in debt, but not to the extent that 
he was in 1929. 

“The second reason is our policy 
of bestowing bounties on one class 
of people. There has been a whole 
year’s delay in the return of farm 
productivity, as a result of our pol- 
icy of subsidization. If America 
is going to step in and bolster here 
and there, why we've got to accept 
delays following that kind of pol- 
icy. 

“The third reason is, we have 
been told not to reduce wages. As 
we moved along in this trouble we 
realized that. we must liquidatg. All 
this bunk about maintainin ur- 
chasing power by maintaining 
wages fell by the wayside. Capital 
is goine to liquidate and there is 
going to be a reorganization. Gov- 
ernment is going to liquidate and 
there is going to be a general 
liquidation and reorganization. 

“The fourth reason for delay is 
the international scrap now going 
on for gold. The war so disturbed 
things politically and industrially 
that a vast amount of instability 
resulted. Have you ever stopped 
to think of disarmament? I’m in- 
clined to think that our first reac- 
tion to this bill will be greater na- 
tionalism. What will happen with- 
outarms will be that the residuum 
of power will rest with that nation 
which can best co-ordinate its in- 
dustrial life with its military power. 
It looks as though we are to con- 
tinue to foster a nationalistic pow- 
er in our own Government and in 
other governments. What is really 
needed, however, is a broader in- 
ternationalism.” 

Discussing the proposal for a 
bond issue for a broad program of 
public work, Miller expressed the 
view that such action would result 
in breaking the market for Gov- 
ernment bonds and many others as 
well, 

“T don’t believe that prosperity 
is coming back along those lines, 
but along the lines of economy and 
readjustment,” he continued. “Any 
attempt to start the printing 
presses making money by arti- 
ficial means will simply carry 
us to greater destruction.” ; 

Declaring that the country “Is 
coming back,” he expressed the 
view that “there are a few things 
now taking place.” ' 

“Labor will remain unemployed 
in part even after prosperity re- 
turns,” he added. “This is the re- 
sult of machinery and the loss of 
foreign markets for a time, There 
is the problem of city and country. 
Many people are going back to the 
farms. There is going to be a vast 
development of small farms. There 
will be some decentralization of in- 
dustry, but there will not be a great 
spread in factory location, . There 
must come a better equalization be- 
tween city and country by virtue of

Charles C. Kilgen, 73 years old, 
president of George 
Inc.) pipe organ buildérs, died yes- 
terday at his home, 3915 West Pine 
boulevard, following a nervous 
breakdown suffered nine months: 


ago. 

During the 53 years Mr. Kilgen 
was in the business, its facilities 
were gradually extended until the 
present plant, 4016 Union boule- 
vard, constructed in 1925, took 
rank as one of the largest pipe or- 
gan, factories in the world. Mr. 
Kilgen was a member of a family 
of pipe organ builders extending 
back to Sebastian Kilgen, who in 
1640 began building organs at Dur- 
loch, Germany. 

Mr. Kilgen's father, Johann 
George Kilgen, came to America in 
1849 and to St. Louis in 1873. Mr. 
Kilgen was born in New York and 


entered business with his father 


here in 1879. The factory at that 
time was on Summit avenue, now 
Ewing avenue, at a point now used 
as a Terminal Railroad yard. 
Present Firm Formed in '24., 

Subsequently the factory was 
moved to 3817-3829 Laclede ave- 
nue and in 1924 the present firm 
was formed with Mr. Kilgen’s four 
sons as partners. 

Some of the most famous pipe 
organs in the United States and 
abroad have been built in the fac- 
tory here. One is the $165,000 or- 
gan of St. Patrick’s Cathedral, New 
York City, which contains 13,000 
pipes as compared to the 400 in the 
first organ built by Sebastian Kil- 
gen in Germany. Another is the 
organ of Carnegie Hall, New York, 
which was transported in 12 freight 
cars. The Pontifical College of the 
Propagation of the Faith at Rome 
has a Kilgen organ. 

In St. Louis, the organ of St. 
Francis Xavier's (College) Church, 
largest in this section of the coun- 
try, was made by the Kitgen fac- 
tory, as- were others for the St. 
Louis Cathedral, United Hebrew 
Temple and other churches. 

In Guild of Organists. 

Mr. Kilgen was a member of the 
American Guild of Organists, the 
National Association of Organists 
and a former vice president of the 
Organ Builders’ Association of 
America. He was interested in 
musical and charitable enterprises 
in St. Louis, 

His sons are associated with the 
business. Alfred G. xilgen is the 
New York represertative, George 
J. Kilgen the Los Angeles agent 
and Charles C. Jr. and Eugene R. 
Kilgen conduct the business here. 
In addition, Mr. Kilgen is survived 
by his widow, Mrs, Ida Wessels 
Kilgen, and two daughters, Mrs. 
Harry Padberg and Mrs. Il. A, 
Schatzman. 

His first wife, who died in 1897, 
was Mrs. Louise Robyn § Kilgen, 
daughter of Williar. Robyn, a mu- 
sician and organist of St. John's 
Catholic Church.
